After a short business meeting chaired by Ken Olson, K4KEO, a presentation was given by Ken 
and Tim Hostetler, WD8JTR, demonstrating the application of “stealth technology” in deploying 
various antennas.

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Who Gets Your Stuff? By Jim Zientara, WAMAN 


It can be assumed that you have valuable assets that you want to be given away according to 
your wishes when you pass. There are many reasons that may prevent that from occurring. It is 
extremely important to work with an estate planning attorney. The attorney will help you write a 
will. The consequences of going without a will can be devastating. State Statutes will take care 
of distributing your wealth, despite your wishes. A judge in the probate court will read the will 
the State wrote. He will order an executor, or personal representative, to carry out the provisions 
of that will. 


Creating a will makes good sense, even good financial sense. 


During your talk with him, your attorney will give you lots of ideas to consider. Here are some of 
them. 


Usually, the first person in line to inherit is a surviving spouse by marriage, and that would 
exclude a long-time significant other, though they may even live with you. Often, there is a 
spouse and children, making it complicated, if, for instance, the children are from another 
marriage or adopted and under 18. 


If assets are held jointly with rights of survivorship, JTWROS, the survivor will get them. 
Suffice it to say, you should contact your attorney for guidance. 


The attorney will suggest starting with an “Inventory” of stuff, and a list of who should get what. 
You must put in writing, for instance, that you want a particular ham to get your 2-meter 
transceiver. 


Some assets are “registered,” 1.e., a life insurance policy, IRA, stock, bond, or other financial 
instrument. These may specify the beneficiary. As a result, an executor may need 10 plus death 
certificates, with cause of death. 


Tangible personal property is not “registered” and could be golf clubs, jewelry, an antenna, or a 
favorite keyer. Your will can stipulate that there is a separate “writing” which can direct tangible 
property to selected people. This separate writing is just a piece of paper with your name, 
signature, and date, and a title, such as, “Separate Writing as of 1/1/2023”. No notary is 
required. 


For example, if a separate writing states that you leave your Bencher to a friend, but he says he 
has no use for it, you can rip up this separate writing and start afresh. 


You can have as many separate writings as you like. This is easier than redoing your will each 
time you need to change your mind about who gets what. Ask your attorney about it. 


You may want to specifically not give someone anything. It is best to name that person in your 
will and add a note, stipulating that for personal reasons, “John Doe” gets nothing. It may 


prevent John from petitioning the Judge that the will writer accidently left him out of the will. 


You can write your own will from sources available on the internet, but it may not be accepted 
by the Probate Judge. 


When the end comes, you will have done your best to determine who gets your stuff.
